INTRODUCTION 


On May 23, 2003, President Bush proposed an Initiative to End 
Hunger in Africa using genetically modified (GM) foods. He also 
blamed Europe’s “unfounded, unscientific fears” of these foods for 
hindering efforts to end hunger. Bush was convinced that GM foods 
held the key to greater yields, expanded U.S. exports, and a better 
world. His rhetoric was not new. It had been passed down from presi- 
dent to president, and delivered to the American people through 
regular news reports and industry advertisements. 

The message was part of a master plan that had been crafted by 
corporations determined to control the world’s food supply. This was 
made clear at a biotech industry conference in January 1999, where a 
representative from Arthur Anderson Consulting Group explained how 
his company had helped Monsanto create that plan. First, they asked 
Monsanto what their ideal future looked like in fifteen to twenty years.

Monsanto_executives described a_w orld with 100 
commercial seeds genetically modified _and_patented._ Anderson 
Consulting then worked backward from that goal, and developed the 
strategy and tactics to achieve it. They presented Monsanto with the 
steps and procedures needed to obtain a place of industry dominance 
in a world in which natural seeds were virtually extinct. 

Integral to the plan was Monsanto’s influence in government, 
whose role was to promote the technology worldwide and to help get 
the foods into the marketplace quickly, before resistance could get in 
the way. A biotech consultant later said, “The hope of the industry is 
that over time, the market is so flooded that there’s nothing you can do 


about it. You just sort of surrender.”!

The world’s largest tree is ap- 
parently younger than had been 
thought. 

“General Sherman,” a sequoia 
275 feet tall and 30 feet across 
at its base in California’s Se- 
quoia National Park, had been 
thought to be between 5,000 and 
6,000 years old. 

But a new analysis by ecolog- 
ist Nate Stephenson of the U.S. 
Geological Survey concludes 
that the towering tree is no 
more than 2,000 years old. Ste- 
phenson analyzed pencil-thin, 
foot-long cores of wood removed 
from seven of the largest known 
sequoias, including the Sherman 
tree. 

The analysis concluded that 
many of them, including Sher- 
man, are much younger than 
had been thought, Stephenson 
reports in a paper to be pub- 
lished in the botanical journal 
Madrono.

George Rogers Clark Memorial is built on 
the bank of the Wabash River at Vincennes, 
Indiana. The limestone came from Bedford 
Quarry, near Bedford, Indiana, just six miles 
from the entrance of Blue Springs Cave, one 
of the most beautifully decorated caves in the 
nation. Water percolates down through cracks 
in the memonal building into the basement as 
it does in the cave and the result is the same 
kind of formations as found in the cave 
Stalagmites, stalactites as well as five columns 
eleven feet tall are found in the basement.

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In 1981, | had a conversation with 
Dr. Herbert A. Zook of the U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). He had 

been intimately involved in 
estimating the thickness of the 
dust layer on the moon before the 
first Apollo moon landing. He also 
helped analyze the lunar material 
brought back from the moon. Of 
the many interesting things he 
told me and sent me by mail, 
one Is critical In answering 
the above question. 


NASA did not realize until the 
moon dust and rocks were 
analyzed that only one part in 67 
(or 1.5%) of the debris on the 
moon came from outer space. The 
rest was pulverized moon rock. In 
hindsight, this makes perfect 
sense. Meteorites that strike the 
moon travel about seven times 
faster than a bullet-averaging 20 
km/sec. When they strike the 
moon, they are not slowed down 
by an atmosphere (as on earth), 
because the 
mann hac nn atmoacnheara. 


Therefore, the projectile, 
regardless of size, instantaneously 
vaporizes and kicks up a cloud of 
pulverized moon rock. The 
vaporized meteorite then 
condenses on the pulverized moon 
rocks. This was determined by 
slicing moon rocks and finding 
them coated by meteoritic 
material-material rich 
In nickel. Uncoated moon rocks 
have practically no nickel. In this 
way, NASA arrived at the factor of 
67.2
